Stated that he testified last week in a pretrial hearing in connection 
with a libel suit which had been brought against him by James Weschler, 
editor of the "New York Post. " 

COMMENT : 

Weschler is a self -admitted former member of the Young Communist 
League during the 1930 r s and his activities in this connection have been given 
considerable publicity by Senator McCarthy. 

(8) WINCHELL : 

Stated that the disappearance of a "Canadian spy list" was a "major 
scandal" in U. S. Intelligence circles. Winchell stated that former Prime 
Minister of Canada Mackenzie King considered this list so secret that he had 
copies of it flown directly to Winston Churchill and former President Harry 
S. Truman. Winchell claimed, however, that the Russians gained possession 
of this list through "counterespionage" and as a result were able to recall their 
"top agents” before the FBI could "trap" them. Winchell also stated that 
United States intelligence officials have complained that political influence was 
used to assist these spies in escaping.
